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USDA  ISSUES  AMENDED  ORDER  FOR 
CHICAGO  MILK  MARKETING  AREA 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
issued  an  amended  Federal  milk  marketing  order 
for  the  Chicago  marketing  area,  to  become 
effective  April  1. 

Changes  in  the  amended  order  were  based  on 
evidence  presented  at  public  hearings  in  Chicago 
and  St.  Louis.  Major  changes  provide  for  the 
deletion  of  three  townships  in  Lake  County,  Indi- 
ana, from  the  marketing  area;  revision  of  pool- 
ing requirements;  changes  in  accounting  methods, 
and  consolidation  of  three  price  classifications 
for  milk  into  two  classes.  Also,  prices  would 
be  announced  f.  o.  b.  marketing  area  instead  of 
for  a zone  55-70  miles  from  Chicago,  and  lo- 
cation credits  on  shipments  from  country  plants 
are  revised. 


CATTLE  AND  CALVES  SHIPPED  OUT  OF 
WISCONSIN  DECUNE  17  PERCENT 

Cattle  and  calves  shipped  out  of  Wisconsin, 
primarily  dairy  breeds,  totaled  138,  762  during 
1964.  This  is  17  percent  below  the  year-earlier 
total  of  168,  036. 

The  11  Northeastern  States  received  12,  064, 
compared  with  9,  148  in  1963,  Iowa  received 
34,  634  from  Wisconsin  in  1964,  compared  with 
37,  401  in  1963,  and  was  by  far  the  largest  im- 
porter of  Wisconsin  cattle  and  calves.  Ne- 
braska, with  11,  811,  ranked  second  in  impor- 
tation of  Wisconsin  cattle  and  calves  during 
1964.  Shipments  to  Florida,  2589,  were  up 
22  percent  from  1963,  North  Dakota  and  South 
Dakota  each  received  over  10,  000 head  in  1963 
but  only  4,937  and  5,630  head  respectively 
last  year.

EXPORTED  COMMODITIES  ARE  IMPORTANT 
SOURCE  OF  INCOME  FOR  MIDWEST  FARMERS 

Foreign  markets  for  American  products  have 
assumed  increasing  importance  in  recent  years. 
The  United  States,  with  a large  and  persistent 
deficit  in  its  balance  of  international  payments. 
Is  vitally  interested  in  increasing  or  at  least 
maintaining  its  favorable  trade  balance  to  which 
agricultural  commodities  make  a substantial  con- 
tribution. 

To  farmers,  foreign  markets  are  a growing 
outlet  for  domestic  production,  especially  for 
feed  grains  and  soybeans  which  are  produced 
widely  in  the  Midwest.  Even  those  farmers  who 
produce  primarily  for  the  domestic  market  are 
benefited  by  the  favorable  effect  that  exported 
commodities  have  on  production  and  prices  of 
those  that  are  not  exported. 

Agricultural  exports  in  recent  years  have  aver- 
aged about  16  percent  of  the  cash  receipts  from 
farm  marketings,  while  other  merchandise  exports 
amounted  to  only  4 to  5 percent  of  production. 
Part  of  the  production  of  nearly  every  farm  com- 
modity goes  abroad.  In  fiscal  1963-64  it  was 
estimated  that  the  agricultural  export  market  took 
the  output  of  80  million  harvested  acres — about 
1 out  of  every  4 harvested.
